These two 
men had put up considerable money 
out of their ov> n pockets to carry the 
enterprise to a successful conclusion 
and had sold but 20,000 shares of stock 
at 25 cents a share. 
This money and 


more had been expended in work on the 
property, on which 400 feet of work has 
been done. 


The property had 
been purchased 


from 
Nevada prospectors who 
gave 


them a miner's deed. It was later dis- 
covered that the El Dorado Wood and 
Fiume company owned a greater por- 
tion of the ground that the company 
had believed they had purchased from 
the prospectors. 


Mr. Bennett and Mr. Bearse believe 


that they were also tricked by a super- 
intendent they had in charge of 
the 


work. The ore sent them, said to come 
from the mine, is believed by them to 
have been dug out of the Comstock.

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WORSE THAN NIHILISM OR ANARCHY 


T 


HE example set by an unknown gang of desperadoes, 


who made a. demand of $50,000 upon the Northern 


Pacific railroad, is certainly to be deplored. 1"he lawless- 
ness and conl.emptble work of this gang of bandits is a 
travesty upon our claims to the progressiveness and ad- 


. vanced ideas of the twentieth' century. That such outrages 


as the wreckin gof trains, destruction of bridges and prop- 
erty can be perpetrated from day to day and a cold blooded 
demand made for a large sum of money, or any sum 
whatever, is as disgraceful as the conditions which obtain 
in southern Europe and of which a large mass of our pew- 
pie are constantly prating. The very idea that a few law- 
less men can form themselves into an organization to de- 
mand a ransom from a company, or an indivld^il and un- 
less paid in a stated time, threaten to dynamite and de- 
stroy property, is a condition svorse than nihilism in Rus- 
sia. 


It is true that crime cannot be entirely prevented. Rob- 


beries,. murder and many lesser offenses against law are 
bound to occur. These, however, are more frequently per- 
petrated under circumstances of impulse caused from 
sheer desperation, hunger, excitement, drink or other rea- 
sons, but when organization, plans and deliberative action 
are the means to an unlawful proceeding, the effect of the 
example and the influence it has over a similar element 
of society to that which even only pO.ctially succeeds in 
their undertaking, breeds a condition from wh.ich it is only 
a step to a reign of terror. 
> 


It is claimed that discharged employees are suspicio'ia- 


ed. It !s also urged that labor troubles along the line. are 
the cause. Such claims in most instances are totally with- 
out foundation and demonstrate the narrowmindednes& 
and venom of corporation managers. One, nor even a dozen 
disgruntled Individuals who feel aggreived at being dis- 
missed from their employment, do' not represent the prin- 
ciples of organized labor. There may be scoundrels in la- 
bor organizations as well us in other fraternal societies. 
There have, been 'instances where ministers of the gospel 
have proven themselsres a disgrace to their cloth and their 
cluirch. There are black sheep in every flock, but the or- 
ganization or church should not be wholly condemned, 
because of the fact that these lawless characters by some 
chance of opportunity became identified with them. 


Members of labor organizations suffer more than any 


other class of citizens from such lawless acts as have been 
committed on the Northern Pacific and they not only con- 
demn such work, but are willing and ready at all times to 
prevent as far as possible such outrages. Yet, by inference 
or inuendo, some one or more pinheaded officials of a cor- 
poration, or some cheap lickspittal official representing 
the law will, for the purpose of accomplishing some.. per- 
sonal end, hint that laboring men are behind these troubles. 
They know better, they simply take advantage of a situ- 
ation and besmirch good citizens In order to cover up the 
glaring fact of their own Incompetency. 


If some of the perpetrators of stich crimes were run to 


earth and given their just deserts, the example thus fur- 
nished -would have, at least a beneficial effect, if not wholly 
stopping such unlawful acts. 


MINISTERIAL ADVOCACY OF SUICIDE 


A 


FREQUENT subject for discussion by humantarians, 


and even by the medical profession, is whether per- 


sons suffering from incurable diseases should be put to 
death. 
A minister startled the New York Medical Asso- 


ciation the other day by sayiing that they should be thus 
disposed of, puting the case in this way: 


"I appreciate the practical difficulties in the way of. the 


application of the doctrine, but it seems to me that it !s 
not beyond the bounds of possibility. Of course, it would 
be necessary to have the advice and approval of men of 
the highest scientific attainment. 
The city might, be di- 


vided into districts, and every application should be con-:, 
sidered most carefully, not merely by physicians, but by 
some ^eminent clergyman selected for the purpose. And 
of course, there should be the consent of relatives, and 
the consent, even, and request of the patient himself. But 
\vhere all these conditions are fulfilled, and where the pro- 
longation of life is simply the prolongation of hopeless ag- 
ony, it seems to me that it would be proper that such a pa- 
tient should be quietly, decently, modestly be allowed to 
end the sufferings. 
It seems to me that such a course 


would be a step forward in civilization, and a step farth- 
er away from barbarism." 


Humanity instinctively shrinks from such a method. 


It has been employed by some uncivilized people and the 
very fact that; civilization has barred it speaks of some 
dominating inner .consciousness that regards it as wrong. 
That a minister 'of the gospel should advocate it is sur- 
prising. It cannot be done without abrogation oft.that -por- 
tion of the Scripture in which the Creator fixes His canon 
"gaiust self slaughter," or denial of the assurance; that 
"He doeth all things well." There,are thousands of per- 
sons living1 today whose lives are blirclens and who would 
cordially welcome the grim messenger,' who bear their 
Across, and endure, their sufferings, because of their belief 
: that their lives are not their own to dispose of and, rta^ 
their creator,' "who moves in a mysterious way," imposes 
afflictions upon them .for aiwilse arid ^beneficial purpose. 


There is often more courage necessary to endure life than 
to encounter death, "and those who manifest it are, in our. 
belief, better moral and religious examples than the minis- s 
ter who addressed the above quoted letter to the Medical 
Society. 
Opposition would rather be expected from that 


profession and we should expect them to hold that no 
power than that which gave life can rightfully take it 
away, unless the life has been forfeited by crime to the 
State. 


SIX of the rioters in the late Chinese raid at Tonopah 


were indicted for murder and remanded to jail without bail 
and one who had been discharged at the preliminary exam- 
ination, was indicted and a warrant issued. There are sev- 
eral others whose cases are to be considered. This is an 
example how easy men may get into trouble, and how ex- 
tremely difficult it is to get out of it. Doubtless these men, 
or the most of them had no intention on that particular 
night of committing a serious offense against the law, 
but being illy advised and perhaps excited with liquor, 
lost their heads and must suffer accordingly. Nine-tenths 
of the crimes committed during riots or excitements of a 
similar character, are illy advised, accomplish nothing but 
evil and cause suffering to innocent people. Considering 
this it is strange that a sane man would participate in 
them, 


T'HE fever for proposed railroad projects has attacked 


Tonopah. A franchise was granted by the legislature last 
winter for a right of wa.y for a .railroad from Sodaville on 
the C. and C. to Tonopah. Now rumors are flying thick and 
fast of projected railroads from Tonopah south to the Clark 
railroad in Lincoln county, another through the Reese Riv- 
er Valley via Austin and Battle' Mountain connecting with 
the Southern Pacific also another from Daggett to Tono- 
pah. 
The latter city now has every prospect of being a 


great railroad center in addition to being the greatest 
mining camp in the "West.

The 
following excerpts 
from the 


Compiled Statutes of the State of Ne- 
vada are published on request of Cor- 
oner Updike. 
While ignorance of the 


law is not a valid excuse, this publicity 
will, in the opinion of 
the Coroner, 


cause this act to be more strictly com- 
plied with: 


An act relating to the burial of de- 


ceased persons of incoiporated cities 
of the State of Nevada. 


Sec. 1987. It shall be unlawful for ' 


any undertaker or other person with- 
in the State of Nevada to bury any 
deceased person who has died within 
trie limits of any incorporated town or 
city in said state without first pro- 
curing a certificate fro>m the physician 
who attended the said deceased per- 
son, 
during hia or her last illness, set- 


ting forth nativity, sex, age, time of 
death and cause of death of said de- 
ceased person as near as can be ascer- 
tained by said physician; 


Provided, that in cases where no 


physician has attended said deceased 
peison during his or her last illness 
no such certificate shall be required 
but the coroner's permit mentioned in 
the next succeeding section of this act 
shall be obtained and shall be suffi- 
cient authority for the burial of such 
deceased person. 


Sec. 1988. It shall be the duty of 


any undertaker or other person tO( ob- 
tain the certificate mentioned in the 
first section of this act before burying 
such deceased person to present such 
certificate to the coroner of the county 
within which such deceased 
person 


shall have died. 
The said coroner 


after being satisfied of the truth of the 
facts set forth in said certificate shall 
issue a permiit to the person repre- 
senting such certificate to bury the 
deceased person named in said certi- 
ficate or shall take such other action 
under the law as the facts set forth 
in said ceitificcite shall wart ant. 
Sairl 


permit shall be in willing, signed by 
the coroner and shall set forth the 
facts under which it was issued. Said 
coionoi shall file in his office all "phy- 
sicians.1 certificates so presented to him 
and shall keep a tecord of the same 
and it memorandum of all permits so 
issued by him, which lecorcls and mem- 
oranda he shall tut n o\ er to his suc- 
cessor in office as a part of the public 
records of his office. 


Sec. 49S9. Any physician who shall 


wilfully issue or sign or cause to 
be 


signed any certificate as prcn irtecl for 
in this act knowing the facts set forth 
in said certificate to be false shall be 
deemed guilty of a felony and upon 
conviction thereof shall be imprisoned 
in the State prison for a term not less 
than one year and not more than five 
years. 


Sec. -1990. Any person willfully and 


unlawfully violating any of the provis- 
ions of section one or two of this act 
shall be deemed guilty of a mlsdimean- 
or and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than fifty 
dollars nor more than five hundred dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment in the county 
jail not less than one month nor more 
than six months or by both fine and 
Imprisonment.
